It  is  always  sad  to  say  goodbye.  It  is  often  sadder  to  be 
those  who  are  left  behind.  Pine  Manor  is  now  a stout 
ship  under  full  sail  with  a firm  and  constant  hand  at 
the  helm.  This  has  been  its  steady  fare  these  18  years.  The 
turbulent  seas,  the  unexpected  narrows,  the  cataracts:  they 
have  come,  to  be  sure.  But  Pine  Manor  has  seen  them  recede, 
stilled  and  quieted.  The  impact  of  Dr.  Ferry's  departure 
grows  more  awesome  as  its  full  significance  settles  on  us. 

As  we  contemplate  who  can  fill  his  place,  we  might  ask: 
Wherein  lies  his  strength?  Is  it  character?  Is  it  competence? 
Or  stability?  Or  special  gifts?  Doubtless  it  is  all  of  them, 
but  the  greatest  of  these  is  the  first. 

The  intimate  history  of  Pine  Manor  Junior  College  is  the 
story  of  one  man's  inflexible  resolve.  This  is  truly  what  the 
sage  of  Concord  called  the  lengthened  shadow  of  one  man; 
and  it  touched  all  who  came  within  the  President's  orbit. 
With  Carl's  arrival,  drab  or  quasi-respectable  areas  of 
college  life  were  aerated  and  purged.  The  moths  have 
never  returned. 

If  there  is  a single  feature  which  represents  the  essential 
fabric  of  Pine  Manor  in  recent  years,  it  is  a rigorous, 
unabashed  rectitude.  There  has  been  no  room  for  the  "half 
truth  syndrome,"  that  virulent  characteristic  of  our  age  so 
exquisitely  portrayed  in  Washington  by  brilliant  but 
misbegotten  men.  Specifically,  no  instance  comes  to  memory 
of  a student  receiving  special  consideration,  scholastic  or 
eleemosynary,  because  her  grandfather  was  a Trustee. 
Pressure  did  arise  occasionally  to  graduate  an  unworthy  or 
failing  youngster  because  her  father  was  famous  or  because 
"it  might  mean  a million  for  Pine  Manor."  His  friends  have 
watched  in  awe  and  respect  as  one  man  held  to  the  laws 
of  right  and  wrong,  at  times  in  the  face  of  trustee,  faculty, 
or  student  attack.  Where  Carl  Ferry  did  identify  shades  of 
gray,  they  were  byproducts  of  his  deep-seated  humanity. 


This  is  the  legacy  of  Frederick  Carlos  Ferry  to  the  school. 
But  "there's  yet  a postscript."  His  character,  competence, 
and  special  gifts  have  bequeathed  to  us  an  academic  pattern 
of  first  rank.  Yet,  despite  Carl  Ferry's  life-long  commitment 
to  liberal  arts,  education  at  Pine  Manor  has  meant  much 
more  than  this.  Education  has  meant  rising  above  oneself 
and  one's  environment,  and  the  development  of  a strong 
code  of  personal  and  community  behavior.  The  end-product 
is  an  intellect  neither  extremist,  fanatic,  nor  amoral,  with 
sufficient  mental  health  to  tolerate  and  even  welcome 
continuous  change. 

With  President  Ferry,  the  serious  student  in  the 
right  place  had  little  to  fear  from  discipline 
and  regulation.  No  rules  could  narrow  her 
outlook.  So,  for  President  Ferry,  no  timorous  reference  to 
"what  happened  at  the  Air  Force  Academy"  or  "this  regi- 
mentation belongs  in  the  past."  For  him  humanity  may  be 
always  advancing,  but  human  beings  are  always  the  same, 
with  their  strengths  and  weaknesses,  and  the  susceptibility 
of  their  better  selves  to  the  good,  the  brave,  the  kind  and 
the  true.  Thus  arises  the  compelling  need  for  a suitable 
environment  for  the  production  of  an  educated  woman.  To 
President  Ferry,  teaching  women  certainly  meant  a full 
baptism  at  the  Pierian  Spring.  On  this  substructure  would 
rest  Plato's  ideal  of  education  as  a life-long  process. 

With  Pine  Manor  so  ordained  and  so  established,  it  is 
not  surprising  that  Frederick  Carlos  Ferry  should  now  feel 
that  his  work  is  done. 

The  ever  present  wind-merchants  on  both  sides  of  the 
generation  gap  may  still  ask — what  has  President  Ferry's 
tenure  done  for  Pine  Manor?  "If  you  seek  a monument, 
look  about  you!"  The  unbelievable  campus,  the  vibrant 


faculty  and  dedicated  staff,  the  transfer  rate  (over  90%  at  a 
time  when  transfer  was  not  so  painless  as  it  is  today),  the 
hopeless  financial  jungle  thinned  out  and  transformed  into 
an  embraceable  problem — the  list  is  long. 

It  has  been  said  (most  recently  by  Robert  Townsend) 
that  one  gauge  of  a leader  is  the  caliber  of  those  about  him. 
Dr.  Ferry  has  seen  fit  to  profit  grandly  from  the  intellectual 
riches  of  Boston  and  Cambridge.  No  need  to  apologize 
for  the  turnover  of  one  segment  of  faculty.  This  phenomenon 
was  one  of  Pine  Manor's  strengths,  lending  freshness  to 
the  curriculum  and  zest  to  the  total  student  life.  It  contrib- 
uted vastly  to  the  enrichment  of  young  teachers  as  well  as 
students;  yet  Pine  Manor  has  held  a core  of  substantial 
and  significant  teachers  throughout. 

Then  there  was  the  Charter  Board  of  Trustees — men 
and  women,  an  amazing  mixture  of  youth  and  age 
— largely  chosen  by  Dr.  Ferry  and  Gerald  Blakeley. 
Their  deliberations  had  at  times  the  dignity  and  judicious- 
ness of  the  House  of  Lords.  At  other  times,  their  meetings 
more  resembled  the  innovative  gusto  of  a group  of  Marines. 

This  essential  talent  of  drawing  together  superior  people 
can  also  be  seen  in  administrative  services;  the  spectacular 
performance  of  the  Vice  President  for  Operations,  the 
splendid  Infirmary;  the  Refectory,  Admissions,  Alumnae 
Relations  and  so  on.  When  buildings  were  raised  or  altered, 
the  best  was  good  enough  for  Pine  Manor;  the  best  archi- 
tects, the  best  contractors,  the  best  advice. 

Yet  Pine  Manor  under  Carl  Ferry's  strong  hand  somehow 
resisted  the  compelling  temptation  to  overexpand,  while 
others  were  doing  just  that,  to  their  sorrow  today. 

The  catalogue  is  endless.  Enough  has  been  said  to  remind 
us  of  the  magnitude  of  our  debt.  His  own  Alma  Mater 
chose  to  designate  him  "Doctor  of  Laws  Honoris  Causa." 
Since  Pine  Manor  Junior  College  and  Frederick  C.  Ferry,  Jr. 
are  one,  Pine  Manor  was  honored  too.  What  can  Pine 
Manor  do  in  return?  All  who  hold  this  school  in  affection 
and  esteem  must  ask  themselves  this  question.  The  Trustees 
of  Pine  Manor  Junior  College  have  begun.  They  would 
like  spontaneous  expressions  of  personal  appreciation  with 
the  thought  that  a new  building  or  a current  one  redesigned 
will  hold  the  name  and  memory  of  President  Ferry  in 
perpetuity. 

But  this  above  all!  If  at  any  Pine  Manor  meeting  — 
student,  faculty,  or  trustee — any  decision  is  made  that  will 
result  in  a more  truly  and  totally  educated  woman,  at  that 
time  the  legacy  of  Carl  Ferry  moves  one  step  closer  to 
immortality  on  this  campus. 


Dr.  Boyd,  a trustee  and  strong  supporter  of  the  College 
since  the  Board's  creation,  has  been  a close  personal  friend 
of  the  Berrys  for  over  a decade.  An  internationally  known 
authority  on  chest  surgery.  Dr.  Boyd  travels  around  the 
world  speaking  on  surgical  problems.  A graduate  of  the 
University  of  Glasgow  (Scotland)  and  McGill  University, 
Montreal,  he  is  Chairman  of  Thoracic  Surgery  of  the  Lahey 
Clinic  Foundation,  and  has  been  on  the  staff  there  since 
1948.  He  is  also  President  of  the  American  Association  for 
Thoracic  Surgery.  Residents  of  Wellesley,  Dr.  Boyd  and  his 
wife  are  the  parents  of  three  sons.

Parents  on  parietals 

The  following  letters  were  among  the 
many  received  by  the  College  in  connection 
with  the  change  in  parietal  rules  (see  article 
in  Pine  Manor  Now  section).  The  first  was 
received  during  the  summer;  the  second  two 
in  response  to  a request  by  West  I for  a 
change  in  their  parietal  status. 

When  we  received  the  letter  of  explanation 
on  the  open  dorm  plan  and  an  opportunity 
to  make  a choice,  it  naturally  required  some 
discussion  with  our  daughter,  since  this 
would  be  her  living  arrangement.  With  a 
family  of  four  daughters,  we  have  more  or 
less  had  a closed  dorm  situation;  for  this 
reason  we  felt  Ann  would  perhaps  find  her 
privacy  in  jeopardy,  but  this  she  will  have  to 
discover  and  adjust  to  with  experience.  The 


decision  to  offer  a choice  has  been  made. 

The  element  of  freedom  is  always  greater 
than  that  of  restriction. 

As  parents,  we  have  found  that  taking  a 
more  liberal  approach  with  our  girls  has 
caused  them  to  respond  with  respect.  They 
grow  from  making  decisions  themselves,  and 
when  they  go  off  to  college  they  must  make 
many.  All  ages  need  defined  guidelines.  Since 
we  all  must  live  by  rules  in  any  society  and 
there  are  those  who  can't  respect  the  rules 
in  any  society,  they  must  be  denied  the 
privileges  of  the  freedom  to  choose. 

All  my  comments  are  indeed  less  than 
profound;  for  my  "cookie  jar"  psychology  in 
raising  children  is  based  on  a little  common 
sense,  my  own  heritage  and  respect  for  my 
children's  integrity.  If  we  have  given  them 
what  we  hope  we  have,  they  should  be  able 
to  cope.  Our  daughter  was  given  a choice. 

She  has,  with  our  help,  made  a decision,  and 
we  hope  she  is  successful  in  living  it  happily.

Search  for  a new  president  well  under  way 


The  official  Presidential  Search 
Committee  headquarters  on  the  third 
floor  of  the  Main  House  might  best 
be  described  as  organized  chaos. 
Stacks  of  resumes,  recommendations, 
and  letters  of  inquiry  stand  ready 
for  processing  while  lists  of  proce- 
dures hang  prominently  on  the  walls. 

In  the  three  months  since  President 
Ferry's  announcement  that  he  would 
retire  on  June  30,  1974  the  whole 
College  community  has  come  alive 
with  speculation  about  the  future  of 
the  College  and  about  the  myriad 
details  that  come  with  choosing  the 
best  person  to  lead  an  institution 
like  Pine  Manor. 

The  first  step  was  the  announce- 
ment of  a Presidential  Search 
Committee,  headed  by  Charles  C. 
Cabot,  Jr.,  a trustee  of  the  College. 
The  other  members  on  the  committee 
(as  originally  announced)  are 
Dr.  Julius  A.  Stratton,  Gerald  W. 
Blakeley,  Jr.,  Dr.  Paul  S.  Russell, 

Dr.  Pauline  Tompkins  '38,  Robert  D. 
Brace,  and  Lloyd  Ilsley  Cutler  '47. 

The  committee  set  about  its 
monumental  task  quickly,  spending 
hours  on  campus  talking  with  faculty, 
administration,  and  students,  seek- 
ing to  measure  campus  feeling 
about  the  many  issues  confronting 
the  College.  In  a meeting  with  the 
Faculty,  the  Committee  agreed  that 
there  should  be  a seven-member 
Faculty  Advisory  Committee  to  help 
in  screening  applications.  In  subse- 
quent meetings,  the  Faculty  passed 
a recommendation  that  the  chairman 
of  their  advisory  committee  be  a full, 
voting  member  of  the  Presidential 
Search  Committee  itself. 

This  recommendation  accepted,  it 


in  Philosophy  (for  the  faculty)  and 
Rosemary  Ashby,  Dean  of  Students 
(for  the  administration). 

Not  to  be  left  out,  the  students 
formed  their  own  advisory  commit- 
tee to  distill  student  opinion  for  the 
Committee  and  requested  that  they, 
also,  be  represented  officially  on  the 
Committee.  It  was  decided  that 
students  would  not  have  formal 
representation  on  the  Search  Com- 
mittee but  would  participate  in  the 
interviewing  of  serious  candidates. 
"We  feel  their  involvement  will  be 
greater  as  a committee  than  it  could 
be  with  only  one  member  on  the 
Search  Committee  itself,"  said 
Mr.  Cabot. 

Meanwhile,  the  Search  Committee 
hired  Alice  Allen  Olcott,  formerly  of 
the  Pine  Manor  Admissions  staff, 
to  serve  as  Administrative  Assistant 
to  the  Search  Committee.  In  this 
post  she  is  responsible  for  sorting 
and  classifying  applications,  check- 
ing to  be  sure  each  application  has 
been  properly  screened  by  the  Faculty 
Advisory'  Committee,  and  tending 
to  the  thousand  other  details  which 
are  generated  by  a presidential 
search. 

"Having  worked  out  the  representa- 
tion of  various  constituencies  on 
campus,  we  are  now  ready  to  begin 
our  search,"  commented  Mr.  Cabot. 
"The  Committee  will  now  be  meeting 
weekly  to  process  applications." 
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was  the  Administration's  turn  to  be 
heard.  After  several  meetings  of  its 
own,  the  Administration  requested 
its  own  advisory  committee,  whose 
chairman  would  also  be  a full  Search 
Committee  member.  The  Committee 
agreed  to  place  an  administrator  on 
the  Committee,  but  declined  the 
request  for  another  advisory  commit- 
tee because  it  would  overcomplicate 
the  procedure.  Thus,  added  to  the 
Presidential  Search  Committee  were 
Stephen  G.  Thompson,  an  instructor

started  them  on  their  first  'mi  mi  mi' 
vocal  exercise,"  she  recalls,  "I  gave 
them  the  pitch,  and  not  a sound  came 
out  of  anyone!"  In  spite  of  occasional 
self-consciousness,  students  reported 
that  the  experience  of  having  mothers 
in  class  was  quite  valuable  to  all 
concerned,  and  lots  of  fun  as  well. 

The  Refectory  overflowed  for  the 
faculty-mother-daughter  luncheon 
on  Monday  afternoon.  After  a 
performance  by  the  choir  of  a selection 
of  madrigals.  President  Ferry  ad- 
dressed those  present,  commenting 
that  twenty-five  states  and  two 
foreign  areas  were  represented  this 
year.  Outlining  the  national  trend  of 
change  in  colleges  today  and  some 


of  the  major  questions  facing  Pine 
Manor,  he  explained  why  many 
College  policies  were  probably  going 
to  remain  the  same:  "We  can't  try  to 
be  all  things  to  all  people — it  is  best 
to  stick  to  what  we  can  do  well." 

He  concluded  on  a personal  note: 

"I  am  aware  that  this  is  the  last  time 
I shall  address  guests  on  a Mothers' 
Weekend  at  this  College.  How  fine  it 
is  that  this  is  the  largest  we  have 
ever  had.  ...  It  means  a great  deal 
to  me  that  so  many  of  you  have  made 
it  plain  that  this  College  interests 
you.  Let  us  hear  from  you  while  you 
are  here,  and  by  letters  after  you 
have  gone.  Your  views  share  in 
steering  this  College's  course.  . . ."

One  of  the  most 
successful  Mothers' 
Weekends  ever 


At  least  eleven  fathers,  two  sisters, 
one  brother,  one  cousin,  one  aunt, 
and  three  grandmothers  joined  the 
ranks  of  mothers  this  fall  at  the  best- 
attended  Mothers'  Weekend  in  Pine 
Manor  history  on  November  4th  and 
5th.  "I'd  say  it  was  one  of  the  most 
successful  mothers'  weekends  ever," 
said  Rosemary  Ashby,  Dean  of 
Students.  And  judging  from  the 
enthusiastic  reactions  to  the  various 
activities  planned,  it's  clear  she  was 
right. 

The  mothers  began  arriving  on 
Sunday,  when  festivities  were 
launched  at  a noon  dinner  with 
entertainment  by  the  Yale  Alley  Cats. 
That  afternoon  mothers  and  daugh- 
ters attended  a performance  of  "Ladies 
in  Retirement,"  an  English  mystery 
thriller  presented  by  students  of  the 
Performing  Arts  Department.  The 
audience  was  held  spellbound  as  the 
suspense  mounted  in  this  story  of  a 
stormy  night  murder  with  all  the 
trappings. 

After  the  play,  guests  made  their 
way  over  to  President  Ferry's  home 
to  meet  informally  with  him  and 
Mrs.  Ferry.  Students  in  each  dorm 
had  planned  special  activities  for  the 
Village  Commons  that  night,  includ- 
ing a tea  leaf  reader,  a folk  singer, 
a Renaissance  trio,  and  a discussion 
group  on  counseling  at  the  College, 
with  Irish  coffee  or  wine  and  cheese 
as  refreshments. 

Monday  morning  brought  quite  a 
few  sleepy  students  and  mothers  to 
breakfast.  Mothers  were  anxious  for 
the  opportunity  to  attend  classes  with 
their  daughters,  and  many  partici- 
pated in  the  discussions,  answering 
questions  as  well  as  asking  them.  In 
Mira  Frohnmayer's  voice  class,  some 
nervousness  was  evident.  "When  I 
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A change  comes 
smoothly 

Some  new  terms  have  become  part 
of  standard  campus  vocabulary  this 
fall.  "Plan  I,"  "Plan  II,"  and  "Secu- 
rity Center"  have  sprung  into  general 
use  with  the  inauguration  of  the  new 
parietal  options,  announced  last 
June.  Under  the  new  options,  students 
may  choose  to  live  in  houses  with 
24-hour  weekend  parietals  (periods 
when  students  may  entertain  men 
in  their  rooms),  subject  to  parental 
approval.  In  other  houses  the  rules 
remain  as  they  were  last  year,  allow- 
ing men  in  student  rooms  only  during 
daytime  and  evening  hours. 

Letters  went  out  to  all  parents 
during  the  summer,  asking  them  to 
discuss  the  choice  of  plans  with  their 
daughter  and  sign  a permission  card 
to  make  the  choice  official.  The  task 
then  fell  to  Rosemary  Ashby,  Dean 
of  Students,  to  sort  out  the  masses  of 
paper  and  try  as  best  she  could  to 
keep  friend  with  friend,  while  decid- 
ing which  houses  would  fall  under 
which  plan.  "Doing  rooming  this 
summer  was  problematic,"  she 
recalls.  "It  was  difficult  trying  to 
suit  everyone,  especially  as  seniors 
had  already  chosen  roommates  and 
houses  before  the  new  options  were 
announced." 

When  all  permission  cards  were 
tabulated,  it  turned  out  that  approxi- 
mately 60%  of  the  students  had 
chosen  Plan  I (the  same  regulations 
as  last  year)  while  40%  opted  for 
Plan  II  (the  new  weekend  parietals). 

A class-by-class  tally  showed, 
though,  that  about  70%  of  the 
seniors  asked  for  Plan  II,  while 
roughly  30%  of  the  incoming  fresh- 
men had  chosen  this  plan. 

Despite  the  added  complications 
in  room  assignments,  school  opened 
as  usual,  the  new  options  went  into 
effect,  and  there  have  been  surpris- 
ingly few  complaints  from  anyone — 
students,  resident  counselors, 
administration,  or  parents. 

Karen  Kristy,  Resident  Counselor 
of  South  Village,  a Plan  1 village,  says 
"I  expected  more  complaints  from 
the  senior  groups  in  South,  as  I 
suspected  that  their  parents  had

chosen  the  plan  for  them.  As  it  has 
turned  out,  most  of  the  students 
seem  very  willing  to  live  by  what- 
ever plan  they  have  chosen." 

The  most  frequent  student  com- 
plaint to  be  heard  concerns  the  new 
security  arrangements,  which  were 
set  up  to  minimize  any  problems 
arising  from  the  increased  number 
of  visitors  to  the  campus.  One  student 
told  of  the  embarrassment  caused 
to  a man  coming  on  campus  to  pick 
her  up  for  babysitting,  who  was 
stopped  and  rigorously  questioned. 
Another  student  mentioned  the  early 
confusion  on  the  part  of  security 
guards  about  who  should  be  issued 
passes.  All  students  questioned 
agreed  that  the  new  security  pre- 
cautions were  "definitely  worth  the 
hassle,"  but  noted  that  they  had 
not  been  uniformly  applied  early  in 
the  semester,  making  for  some  initial 
hard  feelings. 

Vice  President  for  Operations 
William  Person  agreed,  saying 
"There  were  some  initial  problems 
with  security  because  of  the  necessity 
for  more  than  doubling  security 


forces  in  a limited  time.  This  led  to 
some  confusion  and  misunderstand- 
ings," he  noted,  "but  everything 
seems  to  be  working  smoothly  now." 
He  also  remarked  that  fears  about 
increased  theft  by  outsiders  have 
been  without  cause.  In  fact,  he  says, 
the  whole  system  seems  to  be  working 
out  even  better  than  anticipated: 

"You  can  count  on  one  hand  the 
number  of  times  students  have  been 
up  before  Council  for  parietals 
violations." 

What  changes  have  taken  place 
in  the  houses  themselves?  The  word 
most  often  heard  from  students  is 
"cooperation."  One  student  said 
that  both  she  and  her  parents  had 
feared  that  Plan  II  houses  would  be 
too  noisy,  making  it  difficult  to  study. 
They  had  worried  about  constant 
partying,  with  students  being  kicked 
out  of  their  rooms  for  the  night 
because  a roommate  wanted  to  have 
a guest.  She  sounded  almost  sur- 
prised when  she  admitted  that  this 
hasn't  been  the  case  at  all.  "Everyone 
has  been  very  considerate,"  she  says, 
"and  those  few  roommates  who  do 
have  problems  about  parietals  usually 
are  having  other  problems  getting 
along  as  well." 

Helen  Drinan,  Resident  Counselor 
of  East  Village,  a Plan  II  village,  says 
that  many  students  didn't  at  first 
have  a real  understanding  of  how 
much  responsibility  is  involved,  and 
cites  the  occasional  person  with  no 
regard  for  the  community.  "But 
gross  violations  of  the  rules  are  rare," 
she  says.  "The  students  are  anxious 
to  follow  the  rules."  She  maintains 
that  the  new  plan  has  brought 
about  the  most  effective  possible 
kind  of  enforcement,  peer  pressure. 
Dean  Ashby  confirms  this:  "The 
tendency  to  report  violations  is  much 
greater  in  a Plan  II  house,  as  students 
know  that  the  system  is  on  trial. 
There's  a real  sense  of  community 
responsibility." 

The  residents  of  one  house.  West  I, 
have  decided  that  they,  as  a house, 
would  like  to  switch  from  Plan  I to 
Plan  II  (the  only  house  of  the  eight 
on  Plan  I which  has  mobilized  for 


such  a change).  Each  student  has 
written  to  her  parents,  explaining 
her  reasons  for  requesting  the  change 
and  asking  for  a letter  of  permission. 
Only  a unanimous  vote  from  parents 
will  make  the  change  official,  and 
so  far  all  but  three  parents  have  given 
permission  (replies  have  not  yet 
been  received  from  the  others).  Most 
parents  seemed  willing  to  trust  their 
daughter's  judgment.  Robin  Stelle,  a 
freshman  in  West  1 says  "I  wrote 
home  with  a whole  speech  prepared 
but  found  1 didn't  need  it.  My  parents 
said  they  would  trust  my  judgment. 

I think  the  reason  we  decided  on 
Plan  I this  past  summer  was  uncer- 
tainty about  the  whole  situation," 
she  recalls.  "Now  they  can  see  my 
privacy  won't  be  disturbed,  and 
they're  very  willing  to  go  along  with 
the  change." 

Change  seldom  comes  without 
some  problems,  and  the  coming  of 
the  new  parietal  options  has  been 
no  exception.  But  most  people  on 
campus  are  amazed  at  just  how 
smoothly  everything  has  gone.  As 
one  student  put  it,  "It's  nice  to  know 
it's  there,  but  it's  not  that  earth- 
shattering." 


A winter  wonderland? 

Thermostats  set  at  68°  and  only 
the  most  necessary  lights  burning 
are  becoming  an  accepted  part  of 
American  life  this  winter  as  the 
"fuel  crisis,"  now  almost  a cliche, 
sets  in.  Pine  Manor  is  no  exception, 
and  a number  of  steps  are  being  taken 
to  cooperate  in  energy  conservation 
and  avoid  any  severe  discomforts 
during  the  coming  months. 

Early  in  December,  the  College 
announced  that  it  would  not  extend 
the  regular  Christmas  recess,  which 
is  already  a month  long.  It  did, 
however,  announce  that  the  Spring 
Recess  would  begin  three  weeks 
earlier,  on  Friday,  February  22.  This 
measure  would  allow  the  College  to 
save  25%  per  month  on  heating  oil, 
as  dormitory  space  would  then  be 
unoccupied  during  approximately 
one-quarter  of  each  severe  winter 
month  (December  through  March). 


Fuel  conservation  steps  should  avoid  any  fuel  crisis  at  Pine  Manor. 


"The  College  receives  a monthly 
allocation  of  fuel  oil,"  explains  Helen 
Cotter,  Assistant  to  the  V.P.  for 
Operations.  "Even  if  the  College 
were  to  extend  its  Christmas  break, 
as  a number  of  other  colleges  have 
done,  it  would  not  ease  the  strain 
during  February  and  March,  as 
unused  allocations  cannot  be  carried 
over  from  month  to  month." 

Besides  the  major  step  of  changing 
Spring  Recess,  all  thermostats  on 
campus  have  been  tested  and  marked 
for  daytime  (68°)  and  nighttime  (64°) 
settings,  air  conditioners  have  been 
removed  from  windows  or  covered 


and  insulated,  and  unnecessary  over- 
head lights  have  been  turned  off. 
"Just  recently,  we  were  able  to  turn 
off  52  lights  in  the  Campus  Shop 
alone,"  Ms.  Cotter  noted. 

The  College  has  had  both  electri- 
cal and  heating  engineers  on  campus 
during  the  past  month  to  review  the 
energy  needs  of  the  College  and 
suggest  solutions.  Consideration  is 
also  being  given  to  closing  down 
administrative  operations  at  some 
points  during  the  cold  months,  but 
no  decisions  have  yet  been  made. 
Requests  for  up-to-date  information 
on  fuel  conservation  measures  at 
the  College  should  be  directed  to 
the  Office  of  the  Vice  President  for 
Operations. 
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To  clear  up  confusion 
between  annual  giving 
versus  capital  giving 

For  the  first  time  in  years,  the 
October,  1973  issue  of  the  Bulletin 
carried  a complete  listing  of  all  donors 
to  the  1972-1973  Pine  Manor  Annual 
Fund  (the  Fund  is  conducted  each 
fiscal  year,  from  July  1 to  June  30). 

A few  individuals,  who  had  given 
generously  to  the  Pine  Manor  Fulfill- 
ment Fund  during  that  fiscal  year, 
did  not  find  their  names  listed  in  the 
Annual  Fund  report  and  questioned 
this  omission.  For  anyone  else  with 
the  same  question,  it  should  be  noted 
that  the  Fulfillment  Fund  is  a non- 
recurring capital  gifts  campaign 
seeking  donations  and  pledges  for 
library  renovations,  the  new  Fine  Arts 
Wing,  and  other  capital  needs.  The 
Annual  Fund  (consisting  of  the 
Alumnae  Fund  and  appeals  to  parents 
and  other  friends)  is  the  year-in, 
year-out  fund  raising  effort  of  the 
College.  Gifts  to  the  Annual  Fund  are 
used  to  supplement  tuition  and 
other  operating  income. 


Presidential  farewell 
dinners  scheduled 

Houston,  San  Antonio,  and  Darien 
have  already  been  the  scene  of 
"farewell  dinners"  for  President  and 
Mrs.  Ferry.  These  dinners  have  been 
organized  to  provide  the  opportunity 
for  all  friends  of  Pine  Manor  to  obtain 
an  in-depth  view  of  the  College  and 
to  extend  their  good  wishes  to  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Ferry  before  their  departure 
from  the  College  in  June. 

Seventy-three  alumnae  and  parents 
attended  the  dinner  in  Darien, 
Connecticut,  where  an  enthusiastic 
audience  heard  President  Ferry  talk 
about  Pine  Manor's  history,  the 


current  academic  program,  and  its 
plans  for  the  future.  His  talk  was 
accompanied  by  an  informal  slide 
presentation  about  the  College. 

Similar  gatherings  are  scheduled 
for  Chicago,  Detroit,  Cleveland, 
Minneapolis-St.  Paul,  Dallas,  Fort 
Worth,  Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco, 
and  New  York  City.

Ulysses  S.  Grant,  Rutherford  B. 
Hayes,  Woodrow  Wilson,  and  thir- 
teen other  U.S.  presidents  honored 
the  Pine  Manor  library  with  their 
"presence"  this  fall.  The  occasion 
was  a "Name  the  Presidents"  contest 
devised  by  librarian  Helen  Para- 
gamian.  Color  portraits  of  sixteen 
U.S.  presidents  were  set  up  in  the 
library  exhibit  display  cases,  and  all 
members  of  the  Pine  Manor  com- 
munity were  invited  to  try  their  luck 
at  determining  the  mystery  guests' 
identities.  Added  incentive  was 
provided  in  the  form  of  a $5  prize 
offered  to  the  person  scoring  the 
highest. 

Even  a prominent  member  of  the  History 
Department  (who  insists  on  remaining 
anonymous)  failed  to  identify  this  U.S. 
president  in  a recent  library  contest.  Can  you? 


The  president  most  easily  identi- 
fied was  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower;  most 
often  missed  was  James  Buchanan 
(see  picture).  Christine  Hough,  a 
senior,  was  the  winner,  scoring  a 
high  13  out  of  16  points. 

During  Mothers'  Weekend  there 
were  constant  clusters  of  mothers 
and  daughters  around  the  exhibit.

Writing  award 
for  a senior 

Naomi  Southerland  likes  to  write, 
and  it  has  quite  literally  "paid  off." 

A senior  at  Pine  Manor,  Naomi  has 
tied  for  third  place  in  Seventeen 
Magazine's  28th  annual  short  story 
competition  and  will  receive  a $200 
prize.  According  to  a news  release 
from  Seventeen,  her  entry  was 
chosen  from  more  than  3,000  manu- 
scripts submitted  by  teens  throughout 
the  world.  Entries  were  judged  on 
literary  value,  originality,  convincing 
characterization  and  suitability  for 
publication  in  the  magazine.  Naomi's 
story  "Secret"  will  be  published  in 
Seventeen's  January  issue,  which  is 
devoted  each  year  to  original  contri- 
butions from  talented  young  writers 
and  artists. 

This  is  not  Naomi's  first  success. 
She  has  previously  had  stories 
accepted  by  Black  World  Magazine 
(in  Dec.  1972)  and  by  Up  From 
Under,  a new  feminist  magazine. 

"I'm  always  on  the  lookout  for 
contests,"  she  says,  "and  I'm  always 
writing  down  the  names  of  pub- 
lishers and  their  addresses."  How- 
ever, Naomi  doesn't  write  specifically 
for  contests;  she  writes  for  herself, 
basing  her  work  on  experiences  she 
has  had.  The  Seventeen  competition 
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was  a particularly  happy  example  of 
this.  She  explains,  "I  had  coinci- 
dentally written  the  story  the  day 
before  I read  about  the  contest,  so 
1 sent  it  right  in.  It  took  me  exactly 
three  hours  to  write  it!"  The  prize- 
winning story  was  a poetic  rendition 
of  an  evening  she  had  spent  with 
friends,  walking  through  the  park 
at  dusk. 

Naomi's  stories  tend  to  be  auto- 
biographical, but  not  entirely.  "Most 
of  my  stories  are  written  in  the  first 
person,  but  1 never  say  they're  'me,' 
because  1 like  the  freedom  of  chang- 
ing reality."  She  notes,  "No  one 
story  expresses  me  completely — the 
writer  is  more  complicated  than  any 
single  story  can  be.  Maybe  if  all  my 
stories  were  put  together  they  might 
be  a more  accurate  reflection  of  me." 

The  Southerland  family  contains 
two  more  writers,  Naomi's  older 
sister  and  her  mother,  and  she  admits 
— "this  may  sound  corny" — that 
she  got  her  inspiration  at  home.  Her 
sister  acted  as  tutor  and  critic,  while 
her  mother  provided  a more  con- 
crete impetus.  "1  remember  it  so 
distinctly;  she  just  told  me  to  sit 
down  and  write  a poem."  This 
occurred  at  age  10,  and  Naomi  has 
been  writing  ever  since.  "1  was  such 
a bookworm  when  1 was  small;  so 
I guess  reading  other  authors  made 
me  want  to  write."  Her  favorite 
writer  now  is  LeRoi  Jones,  and  she 
has  been  influenced  especially  by' his 
poetry.  "I  love  the  beauty  and  struc- 
ture of  it,  and  his  imagery  of  light 
and  dark."  But  unlike  Jones,  Naomi 
does  not  feel  she  writes  consciously 
from  a "black"  viewpoint.  "1  don't 
try  to  write  as  a black,"  she  says, 

"but  my  thoughts  come  out  black 
because  I am  black.  I think  if  I 
considered  the  black/white  viewpoint 
specifically,  it  would  stilt  my  writing, 
make  it  inflexible — I like  flexibility 
in  my  stories." 

Naomi  has  written  a great  deal  of 
poetry  too,  and  has  recently  compiled 
a collection  of  her  poems  that  she  is 
now  trying  to  "market."  She  says 
they  are  "very  romantic  poems." 

She  is  also  trying  her  hand  at  play- 
writing for  the  first  time,  basing  her

first  play  on  experiences  she  has  had 
living  in  the  French  House  at  Pine 
Manor. 

Not  surprisingly,  Naomi  plans  to 
become  a professional  writer  even- 
tually. "I  love  writing — it  allows  me 
to  explain  things  that  I couldn't 
explain  just  sitting  and  talking 
about  them,  or  to  experience  things 
that  I couldn't  otherwise  experience, 
because  of  the  situation  or  because 
of  my  own  hang-ups.  I love  to 
fantasize!"

Pine  Manor  has  its  own  Billie  Jean 


The  following  story  about  alumna  Louise 
Morris  '65  appeared  in  the  Buffalo  Courier 
Express  on  Wednesday,  Oct.  3.  It  was 
written  by  Harlan  Abbey,  and  is  reprinted 
here  with  his  kind  pemiission. 

The  old  grey  fox — Dr.  Austin  Fox,  60 — 
snapped  up  Little  Red  Riding  Hood — Miss 
Louise  Morris,  28 — by  an  8-2  score  in 
Buffalo's  "tennis  battle  of  the  sexes"  at 
Nichols  School  on  Oct.  2. 

Dr.  Fox,  head  of  the  school's  English 
Dept,  and  its  tennis  coach  until  1970,  had 
lost  a bet  on  Bobby  Riggs  in  the  more- 
heralded  Astrodome  tennis  match  Sept.  20. 
When  he  paid  off  last  week  in  the  Nichols 
dining  room,  he  served  a challenge  to  any 
female  member  of  the  staff  for  a match. 

Miss  Morris,  from  the  Alumni  Develop- 
ment Office,  accepted.  And  the  good- 
natured  joshing  began,  climaxed  by  the 
35-minute,  one  "professional"  (eight-game) 
set  Tuesday. 

Dr.  Fox  was  the  crowd  favorite.  A teacher 
and  coach  for  29  years,  he  is  somewhat  of 
an  institution  at  the  school.  Miss  Morris, 
however,  had  her  supporters,  and  not  all 
of  them  were  women. 

Unlike  the  Riggs-Billie  Jean  King  match, 
there  was  no  prize  for  the  winner  and  very 
few  side  bets.  But  the  in-school  and  courtside 
jesting  were  of  "major  league"  design. 

More  than  100  T-shirts  with  either  a 
"Vulpus  (Latin  for  'fox')  Victorius"  or 
"Louise"  had  been  silk-screened  by  the 
school's  Art  Dept.  Reportedly  shirts  were 
in  demand  on  a 50-50  basis. 

The  only  cash  bet  had  been  26  cents  on 
Dr.  Fox — by  Sister  Gail  O'Donnell,  dean  of 
women.  Vic  Williamsj  a former  student  and 
now  Dr.  Fox's  doubles  partner,  had  vowed 
to  shave  off  his  dark  beard  if  Dr.  Fox  lost. 

Las  Vegas  reported  a shortage  of  "Louise 
money,"  but  a fifth-grade  "Jimmy  the  WASP" 
confided  he  had  wagered  50  pieces  of  bubble 
gum  with  a girl  classmate,  even  up. 

In  addition  to  the  T-shirts,  there  was  a 
battle  of  signs  in  the  school,  with  Dr.  Fox's 
supporters  acclaiming  him  as  "the  real 
'King'  of  tennis,"  a play  on  Ms.  King's  name. 

Clad  in  traditional  white,  Miss  Morris 
was  the  first  player  on  the  court.  Dr.  Fox 
yelled  "male  power!"  to  vocal  encouragement 
as  he  prepared  for  battle. 

Williams,  dressed  in  a formal  black 
bowler,  was  courtside,  ready  to  refresh  the 
aging  champion — if  necessary — with 
Vouvray  wine  "noted  for  its  fruit  and  sugar 
content,  for  energy"  between  games.  A 
magnum  of  Great  Western  Brut  champagne 
was  iced,  waiting  for  the  winner. 

Williams'  beard,  and  the  jaw  inside,  fell 
open  as  Miss  Morris  slashed  her  first  serve 
for  an  ace.  Dr.  Fox's  supporters  fell  silent 
as,  after  reaching  deuce,  their  favorite  twice 
hit  too-long  returns  to  give  his  younger 
opponent  the  first  game. 


But  "male  power"  asserted  itself  in  the 
second  game  as  Dr.  Fox  lost  only  one  point, 
and  in  the  third,  when  he  broke  Miss  Morris' 
service  with  a volley  down  the  sideline. 

Dr.  Fox  broke  his  foe's  service  again  in 
the  fifth  game,  but  magnanimously  offered 
her  some  wine — after  flourishing  his  "Vulpus 
Victorious"  towel — as  they  changed  courts. 

The  match,  generally  played  from  the 
baselines,  continued  with  Dr.  Fox,  the 
steadier  player,  breaking  his  foe's  service 
twice  more  to  lead,  7-1.  Miss  Morris  won 
the  next  game,  losing  only  two  points. 

After  a second  wine  break.  Dr.  Fox  went 
on  to  win  game,  set  and  "battle  of  the 
century:  Nichols  school  variety"  with  a shot 
that  ticked  the  net  and  bounced — unreach- 
able— into  Miss  Morris'  court.
